One  of  the  most  respected  and 
honored  historians  of  the  media, 
Erik  Barnouw  has  been  called  a 
major  national  resource  by  The 
Nation.  Norman  Corwin  dubbed 
him  America’s  Gibbon.  He  is  the 
writer,  says  critic  John  Leonard, 
“from  whom  the  rest  of  us  steal 
instead  of  doing  our  research.” 
Media  history  is  his  subject,  and, 
as  this  memoir  makes  so  delight¬ 
fully  clear,  it  has  also  been  Erik 
Barnouw’s  life.  Barnouw’s  story, 
told  with  wit  and  charm  in

Born  in  Holland  in  1908  and  an 
immigrant  to  the  United  States 
at  the  age  of  eleven,  Barnouw 
spent  his  early  working  years  in 
an  astounding  array  of  occupa¬ 
tions — actor  and  stage  manager, 
lyricist,  translator,  director, 
producer,  teacher,  and  union 
official.  This  varied  background, 
described  here  in  rich  detail, 
informs  his  writings  about  the 
world  in  which  he  moved, 
specifically  regarding  the  shifting 
channels  of  twentieth-century 
mass  communication.  Telling  his 
story  through  a  series  of  personal 
profiles  of  the  famous,  the 
infamous,  and  the  little  known 
but  powerfully  influential, 
Barnouw  recounts  the  events 
that  took  him  from  the  vaudeville 
stage  to  the  Library  of  Congress, 
where  he  became  the  first  chief 
of  its  newly  formed  Motion 
Picture,  Broadcasting,  and 
Recording  Sound  Division. 
Thornton  Wilder,  Pearl  S.  Buck, 
Joshua  Logan,  Dwight 
Eisenhower,  Lynn  Fontanne, 
Tallulah  Bankhead,  and  Akira 
Iwasaki — these  are  among  the 
featured  characters  in  the  drama 
of  American  media,  rendered 
here  in  striking  close-ups.

In  Coming  through 
the  Fire,  prominent 
scholar  and  writer 
C.  Eric  Lincoln 
addresses  the  most 
important  issue  of 
our  time  with  insights 
forged  by  a  lifetime  of 
confronting  racial 
oppression  in  America. 

Born  in  a  small  rural 
town  in  northern 
Alabama,  raised  by  his  grand¬ 
parents,  Lincoln  portrays  in  rich 
detail  the  nuances  of  racial 
conflict  and  control  that  charac¬ 
terized  the  community  of 
Athens,  personal  experiences 
that  would  lead  him  to  dedicate 
his  life  to  illuminating  issues 
of  race  and  social  identity.

Coming  through  the  Fire,  with 
its  fiercely  intelligent,  passionate, 
and  clear-eyed  view  of  race 
and  class  conflict,  makes  a  major 
contribution  to  understanding — 
and  thereby  healing — the  terrible 
rift  that  has  opened  up  in  the 
heart  of  America.  Lincoln 
explores  the  nature  of  biracial 
relationships,  the  issue  of  trans- 
racial  adoption,  violence — 
particularly  black-on-black 
violence — the  “endangered” 
black  male,  racism  as  power, 
the  relationship  between  Blacks 
and  Jews,  our  multicultural 
melting  pot,  and  Minister  Louis 
Farrakhan.  Without  sidestepping 
painful  issues,  or  sacrificing  a 


righteous  anger,  the  author 
argues  for  “no-fault  reconcilia¬ 
tion,”  for  mutual  recognition  of 
the  human  endowment  we  share 
regardless  of  race,  preparing  us 
as  a  nation  for  the  true  multi¬ 
culture  tomorrow  will  demand. 

Readers  familiar  with  Lincoln’s 
earlier  groundbreaking  work 
on  the  Black  Muslims  and  on 
the  black  church  will  be  eagerly 
awaiting  the  publication  of 
Coming  through  the  Fire.  Others 
will  simply  find  C.  Eric  Lincoln’s 
personal  story  and  his  exploration 
of  survival  and  race  in  America 
to  be  absorbing  and  compelling 
reading.

The  Avenue  in  C.  Eric  Lincoln’s 
fictional  town  is  the  principal 
residential  street  of  the  black 
community  in  Clayton  City,  a 
prototypical  southern  town  lan¬ 
guishing  between  the  two  world 
wars.  Unpaved  and  marked  by 
ditches  full  of  frogs,  snakes,  and 
empty  whiskey  bottles  on  one 
side  of  town,  it  is  the  same  street, 
though  with  a  different  name, 
that  originates  downtown.  Only 
when  it  reaches  the  black  section 
of  Clayton  City  do  the  paving 
stop  and  the  trash-filled  ditches 
begin.  On  one  side,  it  provides  a 
significant  address  for  the  white 
people  who  live  there.  On  the 
other,  despite  its  rundown  air,  it 
is  still  the  best  address  available 
to  the  town’s  black  population. 
Some  of  them,  in  fact,  are  willing 
to  go  to  any  extreme,  including 
murder,  to  get  there. 

In  this  novel,  originally  pub¬ 
lished  in  1988,  Lincoln  creates 
with  deft  skill  the  drama  that 
rises  from  the  lives  of  the  people 
of  Clayton  City.  In  turn  amus¬ 
ing,  disgusting,  enraging,  wistful, 
and,  as  one  hears  the  secrets 
hidden  deep  in  their  hearts, 


shocking,  they  exist  in  a  place 
whose  vibrant  personality  is  itself 
a  unique  configuration  of  geog¬ 
raphy,  relationships,  patterns  of 
behavior,  and  events.  It  is  also  a 
place  whose  unspoken  and 
hidden  power  lies  in  its  crushing 
compulsion  to  maintain  itself  as 
it  already  is — a  power  that  forces 
everyone  to  succumb  to  an 
inflexible  social  order.

Andy  Warhol  was  queer  in  more 
ways  than  one.  A  fabulous 
queen,  a  fan  of  prurience  and 
pornography,  a  great  admirer 
of  the  male  body,  he  was  well 
known  as  such  to  the  gay  audi¬ 
ences  who  enjoyed  his  films,  the 
police  who  censored  them,  the 
gallery  owners  who  refused  to 
show  his  male  nudes,  and  the 
artists  who  shied  from  his 
swishiness,  not  to  mention  all 
the  characters  who  populated 
the  Factory.

Fatal  Advice: 

How  Safe-Sex  Education  Went  Wrong 

Cindy  Patton 


The  American  public  responded 
to  the  first  cases  of  AIDS  with 
fear  and  panic.  Both  policy¬ 
makers  and  activists  were  con¬ 
cerned  not  only  with  stopping 
the  spread  of  the  disease,  but 
also  with  guiding  the  public’s 
response  toward  those  already 
infected.  Fatal  Advice  is  an 
examination  of  how  the  nation 
attempted,  with  mixed  results,  to 
negotiate  the  fears  and  concerns 
brought  on  by  the  epidemic.  A 
leading  writer  on  the  cultural 
politics  of  AIDS,  Cindy  Patton 
guides  us  through  the  thicket  of 
mass-media  productions,  policy 
and  public  health  enterprises, 
and  activist  projects  as  they 
sprang  up  to  meet  the  challenge 
of  the  epidemic,  shaping  the 
nation’s  notion  of  what  safe-sex 
is  and  who  ought  to  know  what 
about  it. 


There  is  the  official  story,  and 
then  there  is  another,  involving 
local  groups  and  AIDS  activists. 
Going  back  to  early  government 
and  activist  attempts  to  spread 
information,  Patton  traces  a  slow 
separation  between  official 
advice  and  that  provided  by 
those  on  the  front  lines  in  the 
battle  against  AIDS.  She  shows 
how  American  anxieties  about 
teen  sex  played  into  the  nation’s 
inadequate  education  and  pro¬ 
tection  of  its  young  people,  and 
chronicles  the  media’s  attempts 
to  encourage  compassion  with¬ 
out  broaching  the  touchy  subject 
of  sex  or  disrupting  the  notion 
that  AIDS  was  a  disease  of  social 
and  sexual  outcasts.  Her  overview 
of  the  relationship  between  shift¬ 
ing  medical  perceptions  and  safe- 
sex  advice  reveals  why  radical 
safe-sex  educators  eventually

turned  to  sexually  explicit, 
including  pornographic,  repre¬ 
sentations  to  spread  their  message 
— and  why  even  these  extreme 
tactics  could  not  overcome  the 
misguided  national  teaching  on

Patton  closes  with  a  stirring 
manifesto,  an  urgent  call  to 
action  for  all  those  who  do  not 
want  to  see  the  hard  lessons  of 
AIDS  education  and  activism 
wasted,  or,  with  these  lessons, 
the  loss  of  so  many  more  lives.

What  the  Body  Told  is  the  second 
book  of  poetry  from  Rafael 
Campo,  a  practicing  physician, 
a  gay  Cuban-American,  and 
winner  of  the  National  Poetry 
Series  1993  Open  Competition. 
Exploring  the  themes  begun  in 
his  first  book,  The  Other  Man 
Was  Me,  Campo  extends  the 
search  for  identity  into  new 
realms  of  fantasy  and  physicality. 
He  travels  inwardly  to  the  most 
intimate  spaces  of  the  imagina¬ 
tion  where  sexuality  and  gender 
collide  and  where  life  crosses 
into  death.  Whether  facing  a 
frenetic  hospital  emergency

“Camp,”  Mae  West  told  Playboy, 
“is  the  kinda  comedy  where  they 
imitate  me.”  But  what  was  West 
doing,  if  hot  camp  itself?  Guilty 
Pleasures  puts  women  back  into 
the  history  of  camp,  a  story  long 
confined  to  gay  male  practice. 
Emphasizing  the  distinctive  roles 
women  have  played  as  producers 
and  consumers  of  camp,  Pamela 
Robertson  links  her  subject  to 
feminist  discussions  of  gender 
parody,  performance,  and  spec- 
tatorship.  Her  book  offers  a 
heady  tour  of  social  and  cultural 
criticism  at  its  most  interesting, 
and  American  culture  at  its  most 
flamboyant. 

Robertson  grounds  her  theoretical 
discussion  of  female  performance 
and  spectatorship  in  detailed 
studies  of  figures  such  as  Mae 
West,  Joan  Crawford,  and 
Madonna.  She  locates  these 
figures  in  turn  within  a  tradition 
of  feminist  camp — a  female 
form  of  aestheticism  related 
to  masquerade  and  rooted  in 
burlesque,  parallel  to  but  different 
from  gay  male  camp.  Through 
analyses  of  films  from  Gold 
Diggers  of  1933  to  Johnny  Guitar, 
as  well  as  video  and  television, 
Robertson  shows  how  the  gold 
digger  is  to  feminist  camp  what 
the  dandy  is  to  gay  male  camp — 
its  original  personification  and 
defining  voice.  Set  against  a 
backdrop  of  social  history,  her 
analysis  demonstrates  that 
feminist  camp  flourishes  during 
periods  of  antifeminist  backlash 
in  America,  and  that  it  reflects 
a  working-class  sensibility 
particularly  attuned  to  changing 
attitudes  toward  women’s  work 
and  sexuality. 


Appealing  to  a  wide  range  of 
scholars  spanning  the  fields  of 
film  and  mass  culture,  feminism, 
gay/lesbian/queer  studies,  and 
cultural  studies,  Guilty  Pleasures 
will  also  attract  an  audience  of 
general  readers  interested  in 
camp  and  popular  culture.

You  know  it  when  you  hear  it, 
but  can  you  say  what  it  is?

The  lesson  is 
a  heady  one,  entailing  a  tour 
through  the  history  of  rock 
music  from  Elvis  Presley’s  first 
recordings  in  1954  to  Kurt 
Cobain’s  suicide  in  1994.  Gracyk 
takes  us  through  key  recordings, 
lets  us  hear  what  rock  musicians 
and  their  critics  have  to  say, 
shows  us  how  other  kinds  of 
music  compare,  and  gives  us  the 
philosophical  background  to 
make  more  than  passing  sense 
of  the  medium.  His  work  takes 
up  the  common  myths  and 
stereotypes  about  rock,  popular 
and  academic,  and  focuses  on 
the  features  of  the  music  that 
electrify  fans  and  consistendy 
generate  controversy.

Machine  Art  and  Other  Writings 
presents  previously  unpublished 
and  rare  writings  by  one  of  the 
literary  giants  of  the  modernist 
period,  Ezra  Pound.  Written 
from  the  late  1920s  to  the  early 
part  of  the  1940s,  these  essays, 
selected  by  Maria  Luisa  Ardizzone

Within  the 
context  of  this  radical  message, 
Yezierska  revisits  the  themes  that 
have  made  her  work  famous, 
confronting  complex  questions 
of  ethnic  identity,  assimilation, 
and  female  self-realization. 

Katherine  Stubbs’s  introduction 
provides  a  comprehensive  and 
compelling  historical,  social,  and 
literary  context  for  this  extra¬ 
ordinary  novel  and  discusses  the 
critical  reaction  to  its  publication 
in  light  of  Yezierska’s  biography 
and  the  once  much-publicized 
and  mythologized  version  of  her 
life  story.

Fiction  writer,  internationally 
known  filmmaker,  critical 
theorist,  Alexander  Kluge  is 
perhaps  postwar  Germany’s 
most  prolific  and  diverse 
intellectual.  With  this  translation 
of  Learning  Processes  with  a 
Deadly  Outcome,  a  novella  first 
published  in  German  in  1973, 
one  of  Kluge’s  most  important 
literary  works  becomes  available 
to  an  English-speaking  audience 
for  the  first  time.  Written  in  a 
quasi-documentary  style,  this 
fascinating  hybrid  work  combines 
science  fiction  with  modernist 
forms  of  montage  and  reportage 
to  describe  a  future  in  which 
Earth  has  been  almost  totally 
destroyed  following  the 
catastrophic  Black  War.  The 
planet’s  remaining  inhabitants 
have  been  driven  underground 
or  into  space  where  the  struggle 
to  establish  a  new  society  rages  on. 

Whether  describing  the  scene 
in  China  where  the  devastated 
landscape  is  reconstructed 
according  to  old  paintings,  or  in 
the  galactic  realm  of  the  Starway 
where  giant,  turf-battling,  corpo¬ 
rate  colonizing  forces  exploit  the 
universe’s  resources,  Kluge  tells 
his  tale  by  inventing  various 
forms  of  “evidence”  that  satirize 
the  discourses  of  administrative 
bureaucracy,  the  law,  military 
security,  and  the  media.  He  gives 
us  some  of  his  most  bizarre  and 
hilarious  characters  in  this  pecu¬ 
liar  world  in  which  the  remains 
of  the  past  are  mixed  with  the 
most  advanced  elements  of  the 
future.  The  cast  includes  highly 
specialized  women  workers  who 
have  adapted  to  the  massive 
gravitational  field  of  their  heavy- 
metal  planets,  a  commander 
with  lethal  foot-fungus,  and  ex- 
Nazi  space  pioneers  who,  in  their 
lonely  exile  from  the  conflagra¬ 
tions  on  earth,  spend  their  time 


carving  enormous  facsimiles  of 
operatic  sheet  music  in  the 
forests  of  uninhabited  planets. 

With  parody,  and  humor,  Kluge 
shows  how  the  survivors  of 
Armageddon  attempt  to  learn  the 
art  of  civilization,  and,  despite 
the  disaster  they  have  suffered, 
how  they  set  out  to  reproduce  at 
new  sites  a  caricature  of  a  classic 
and  fascistic  feudal  capitalism. 

Alexander  Kluge  published  his 
first  collection  of  stories, 
Lebenslaufe,  in  1962.  His  other 
fiction  includes  a  novel, 
Schlachtbeschreibung,  and  several 
collections  of  stories,  including 
Lernprozesse  mit  todlichem 
Ausgang,  from  which  the  current 
novella  was  taken.  Among  his 
films  are  Yesterday  Girl,  The 


Patriot,  and  the  collectively  made 
Germany  in  Autumn.  He  has  also 
published  a  number  of  works  of 
critical  theory,  including  Public 
Sphere  and  Experience  and 
History  and  Obstinacy,  both 
coauthored  with  Oskar  Negt.

Few  issues  are  as  mired  in 
rhetoric  and  controversy  as 
affirmative  action.  This  is 
certainly  no  less  true  now  as 
when  Ronald  J.  Fiscus’s  The 
Constitutional  Logic  of  Affirmative 
Action  was  first  published  in 
1992.  The  controversy  has, 
perhaps,  become  more  charged 
over  the  past  few  years.  With  this 
compelling  and  rigorously 
reasoned  argument  for  a  consti¬ 
tutional  rationale  of  affirmative 
action,  Fiscus  clarifies  the  moral 
and  legal  ramifications  of  this 
complex  subject  and  presents  an 
important  view  in  the  context  of 
the  ongoing  debate. 

Beginning  with  a  distinction 
drawn  between  principles  of 
compensatory  and  distributive 
justice,  Fiscus  argues  that  the 
former,  although  often  the  basis 
for  judgments  made  in  individual 
discrimination  cases,  cannot 
sufficiently  justify  broad  programs 


of  affirmative  action.  Only  a 
theory  of  distributive  justice,  one 
that  assumes  minorities  have  a 
right  to  what  they  would  have 
gained  proportionally  in  a  non¬ 
racist  society,  can  persuasively 
provide  that  justification.  On 
this  basis,  the  author  argues  in 
favor  of  proportional  racial 
quotas — and  challenges  the 
charge  of  “reverse  discrimination” 
raised  in  protest  in  the  name  of 
the  “innocent  victims”  of 
affirmative  action — as  an  action 
necessary  to  approach  the  goals 
of  fairness  and  equality. 

The  Constitutional  Logic  of 
Affirmative  Action  focuses  on 
Supreme  Court  affirmative 
action  rulings  from  Bakke  (1976) 
to  Croson  (1989)  and  includes  an 
epilogue  by  editor  Stephen  L. 
Wasby  that  considers  develop¬ 
ments  through  1995.  General 
readers  concerned  with  racial 
justice,  affirmative  action,  and 


public  policy,  as  well  as  legal 
specialists  and  constitutional 
scholars  will  find  Fiscus’s  argu¬ 
ment  passionate,  balanced,  and 
persuasive. 

Ronald  J.  Fiscus  was  Assistant 
Professor  of  Political  Science  at 
Skidmore  College  until  his  death 
in  1990.

Appearing  between  two  histori¬ 
cal  touchstones — the  alleged  end 
of  communism  and  the  tooth 
anniversary  of  Nietzsche’s 
death — this  book  offers  a 
provocative  hypothesis  about 
the  philosopher’s  afterlife  and 
the  fate  of  leftist  thought  and 
culture.  At  issue  is  the  relation  of 
the  dead  Nietzsche  ( corpse )  and 
his  written  work  ( corpus )  to  sub¬ 
sequent  living  Nietzscheanism 
across  the  political  spectrum,  but 
primarily  among  a  leftist  corps 
that  has  been  programmed  and 
manipulated  by  concealed 
dimensions  of  the  philosopher’s 
thought.  If  anyone  is  responsible 
for  what  Geoff  Waite  maintains 
is  the  illusory  death  of  commu¬ 
nism,  it  is  Nietzsche,  the  man  and 
concept. 

Waite  advances  his  argument  by 
bringing  Marxist — especially 
Gramscian  and  Althusserian — 
theories  to  bear  on  the  concept 
of  Nietzsche/anism.  But  he 
also  goes  beyond  ideological 
convictions  to  explore  the  vast 
Nietzschean  influence  that 
proliferates  throughout  the 
marketplace  of  contemporary 
philosophy,  political  and  literary 
theory,  and  cultural  and  techno- 
cultural  criticism.  In  light  of  a 
philological  reconstruction  of 
Nietzsche’s  published  and 
unpublished  texts,  Nietzsche’s 
Corps/e  shuttles  between  philos¬ 
ophy  and  everyday  popular 
culture  and  shows  them  to  be 
equally  significant  in  their  having 
been  influenced  by  Nietzsche — 
in  however  distorted  a  form  and 
in  a  way  that  compromises  all  of 
our  best  interests. 

Controversial  in  its  “decelebration” 
of  Nietzsche,  this  remarkable 
study  asks  whether  the  post¬ 
contemporary  age  already  upon 


us  will  continue  to  be  dominated 
and  oriented  by  the  haunting 
spectre  of  Nietzsche’s  corps/e. 
Philosophers,  intellectual 
historians,  literary  theorists, 
and  those  interested  in  western 
Marxism,  popular  culture, 
Friedrich  Nietzsche,  and  the 
intersection  of  French  and 
German  thought  will  find 
this  book  both  appealing  and 
challenging.

How  is  history  produced? 

How  do  individuals  write — 
or  rewrite — their  parts  while 
engaged  in  the  production  of 
history?

They  show  how  partisan 
skirmishes  over  the  disclosure  of 
records  and  testimony  led  to  a 
divided  and  irresolute  outcome, 
an  outcome  further  facilitated  by 
the  “applied  deconstruction” 
deployed  by  North  and  his  allies. 
The  Spectacle  of  History  immerses 
the  reader  in  a  crowded  field  of 
texts,  utterances,  visual  displays,

Units,  rules,  codes,  systems: 
this  is  how  most  linguists  study 
language.  Integrationalists  such 
as  Michael  Toolan,  however, 
focus  instead  on  how  language 
functions  in  seamless  tandem 
with  the  rest  of  human  activity. 

In  Total  Speech ,  Toolan  provides 
a  clear  and  comprehensive 
account  of  integrationalism,  a 
major  new  theory  of  language 
that  declines  to  accept  that  text 
and  context,  language  and 
world,  are  distinct  and  stable 
categories.

Moving  across  academic  disci¬ 
plines,  geographical  boundaries, 
and  literary  genres,  Home  and 
Harem  examines  how  travel 
shaped  ideas  about  culture  and 
nation  in  nineteenth-century 
imperialist  England  and  colonial 
India.  Inderpal  Grewal’s  study  of 
the  narratives  and  discourses  of 
travel  reveals  the  ways  in  which 
the  colonial  encounter  created 
linked  yet  distinct  constructs  of 
nation  and  gender  and  explores 
the  impact  of  this  encounter  on 
both  English  and  Indian  men 
and  women.

ticularly  the  set  of  oppositions 
between  self  and  other,  East  and 
West,  home  and  abroad. 

Rather  than  being  simply 
comparative,  Home  and  Harem 
is  a  transnational  cultural  study 
of  the  interaction  of  ideas 
between  two  cultures.  Addressing 
theoretical  and  methodological

For  centuries,  India  has  captured 
our  imagination.  Far  more  than 
a  mere  geographical  presence, 
India  is  also  an  imaginative 
construct  shaped  by  competing 
cultures,  emotions,  and  ideologies. 
In  Wlwse  India ?  Teresa  Hubei 
examines  literary  and  historical 
texts  by  the  British  and  Indian 
writers  who  gave  meaning  to  the 
construct  “India”  during  the 
final  decades  of  the  Empire. 
Feminist  and  postcolonial  in  its 
approach,  this  work  describes 
the  contest  between  British 
imperialists  and  Indian  national¬ 
ists  at  that  historical  moment 
when  India  sought  to  achieve  its 
independence;  that  is,  when  the 
definition,  acquisition,  and 
ownership  of  India  was  most 
vehemently  at  stake. 


Hubei  collapses  the  boundary 
between  literature  and  history 
by  emphasizing  the  selected 
nature  of  the  “facts”  that  com¬ 
prise  historical  texts,  and  by 
demonstrating  the  historicity  of 
fiction.  In  analyzing  the  orthodox 
construction  of  the  British/ 
Indian  encounter,  Hubei  calls 
into  question  assumptions  about 
the  end  of  nationalism  implicit 
in  mainstream  histories  and 
fiction,  which  generally  describe 
a  battleground  on  which  only 
ruling-class  Indians  and  British 
meet.  Marginalized  texts  by 
women,  untouchables,  and  overt 
imperialists  alike  are,  therefore, 
examined  alongside  the  well- 
known  work  of  figures  such  as 
Rudyard  Kipling,  Jawaharlal 
Nehru,  E.  M.  Forster,  and 
Mahatma  Gandhi. 

In  Whose  India ?  discursive  owner¬ 
ship  and  resistance  to  ownership 
are  mutually  constructing  cate¬ 
gories.  As  a  result,  the  account  of 
Indian  nationalism  and  British 
imperialism  that  emerges  is 


much  more  complicated,  multi¬ 
vocal,  and  even  more  contradic¬ 
tory  than  previous  studies  have 
imagined.  Of  interest  to  students 
and  scholars  engaged  in  literary, 
historical,  colonial/postcolonial, 
subaltern,  and  Indian  studies, 
Whose  India ?  will  also  attract 
readers  concerned  with  gender 
issues  and  the  canonization  of 
texts.

A  Rule  of  Property  for  Bengal  is 
a  classic  work  on  the  history  of 
colonial  India.  First  published 
in  1963,  and  long  unavailable  in 
this  country,  it  is  an  essential 
text  in  the  areas  of  colonial  and 
postcolonial  studies.  In  this 
book,  Ranajit  Guha  examines 
the  British  establishment  of  the 
Permanent  Settlement  of  Bengal 
— the  first  major  administrative 
intervention  by  the  British  in  the 
region  and  an  effort  to  impose  a 
western  notion  of  private  prop¬ 
erty  on  the  Bengal  countryside. 
Guha’s  study  of  the  intellectual 
origins,  goals,  and  implementa¬ 
tion  of  this  policy  provides  an 
in-depth  view  of  the  dynamics  of 
colonialism  and  reflects  on  the 
lasting  effect  of  that  dynamic 
following  the  formal  termination 
of  colonial  rule. 

By  proclaiming  the  Permanent 
Settlement  in  1793,  the  British 
hoped  to  promote  a  prosperous 
capitalist  agriculture  of  the  kind 
that  had  developed  in  England. 
The  Act  renounced  for  all  time 
the  State’s  right  to  raise  the 
assessment  already  made  upon 
landowners  and  thus  sought  to 
establish  a  system  of  property 
that  was,  in  the  British  view, 
necessary  for  the  creation  of  a 
stable  government.  Guha  traces 
the  origins  of  the  Permanent 
Settlement  to  the  anti-feudal 
ideas  of  Phillip  Francis  and  the 
critique  of  feudalism  provided 
by  physiocratic  thought,  the 
precursor  of  political  economy. 
The  central  question  of  book  is 
how  the  Permanent  Settlement, 
founded  in  anti-feudalism  and 
grafted  onto  India  by  the  most 
advanced  capitalist  power  of  the 
day  became  instrumental  in  the 
development  of  a  neo-feudal 


organization  of  landed  property 
and  in  the  absorption  and  repro¬ 
duction  of  pre-capitalist  elements 
in  a  colonial  regime. 

Guha’s  examination  of  the 
British  attempt  to  mold  Bengal 
to  the  contours  of  its  own  society 
without  an  understanding  of  the 
traditions  and  obligations  upon 
which  the  Indian  agrarian  system 
was  based  is  a  truly  pioneering 
work.  The  implications  of  A  Rule 
of  Property  for  Bengal  remain 
rich  for  the  current  discussions 
from  the  postcolonialist  perspec¬ 
tive  on  the  meaning  of  modernity 
and  enlightenment. 

Ranajit  Guha  was,  until  his 
retirement  in  1988,  a  Senior 
Research  Fellow  at  the  Research 
School  of  Pacific  and  Asian 
Studies,  Australian  National 
University.  He  is  the  founder- 
editor  of  Subaltern  Studies  and 
the  author  of  several  books, 
including  Elementary  Aspects  of 
Peasant  Insurgency  in  Colonial 
India. 
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journals,  Sears  shows  how  the 
shadow  theater  as  we  know  it 
today  must  be  understood  as  a 
hybrid  of  Javanese  and  Dutch 
ideas  and  interests,  inseparable 
from  a  particular  colonial 
moment.  In  doing  so,  she 
contributes  to  a  re-envisioning 
of  European  histories  that 
acknowledges  the  influence  of 
Asian,  African,  and  New  World 
cultures  on  European  thought — 
and  to  a  rewriting  of  colonial  and 
postcolonial  Javanese  histories 
that  questions  the  boundaries 
and  content  of  history  and  story, 
myth  and  allegory,  colonialism 
and  culture.

The  stories  of  Indonesian 
women  have  often  been  told  by 
Indonesian  men  and  Dutch  men 
and  women.  This  volume  asks 
how  these  representations — 
reproduced,  transformed,  and 
circulated  in  history,  ethnogra¬ 
phy,  and  literature — have 
circumscribed  feminine  behavior 
in  colonial  and  postcolonial 
Indonesia.  Presenting  dialogues 
between  prominent  scholars  of 
and  from  Indonesia  and 
Indonesian  women  working  in 
professional,  activist,  religious, 
and  literary  domains,  the  book 
dissolves  essentialist  notions  of 
“women”  and  “Indonesia”  that 
have  arisen  out  of  the  tensions 
of  empire. 

The  contributors  examine  the 
ways  in  which  Indonesian 


women  and  men  are  enmeshed 
in  networks  of  power  and  then 
pursue  the  stories  of  those  who, 
sometimes  at  great  political  risk, 
challenge  these  powers.  In  this 
juxtaposition  of  voices  and  stories, 
we  see  how  indigenous  patriarchal 
fantasies  of  feminine  behavior 
merged  with  Dutch  colonial 
notions  of  proper  wives  and 
mothers  to  produce  the 
Indonesian  government’s 
present  approach  to  controlling 
the  images  and  actions  of 
women.  Facing  the  theoretical 
challenge  of  building  a  truly 
cross-cultural  feminist  analysis, 
Fantasizing  the  Feminine  takes  us 
into  an  ongoing  conversation 
that  reveals  the  contradictions  of 
postcolonial  positionings  and 
the  fragility  of  postmodern 
identities.

Zimbabwe 
Timothy  Burke 

How  do  people  come  to  need 
products  they  never  even  knew 
they  wanted?  How,  for  example, 
did  indigenous  Zimbabweans 
of  the  1940s  begin  to  believe  that 
they  required  Lifebuoy  soap? 
Offering  a  glimpse  into  the 
intimate  workings  of  modern 
colonialism  and  global  capitalism, 
Timothy  Burke  takes  up  these 
questions  in  Lifebuoy  Men,  Lux 
Women,  a  study  of  post-World 
War  II  commodity  culture  in 
Zimbabwe. 

With  particular  attention  to 
cosmetic  products  and  the 
contrast  between  colonial  and 
pre-colonial  ideas  of  cleanliness, 
Burke  examines  the  role  played 
by  commodity  culture,  changing 
patterns  of  consumption,  and 
the  spread  of  advertising  in  the 
making  of  modern  Zimbabwe. 
His  work  combines  history, 
anthropology,  and  political 
economy  to  show  how  the  devel¬ 
opment  of  commodification  in 
the  region  relates  to  the  social 
history  of  hygiene.  Within  this 
framework,  and  drawing  on  a 
wide  variety  of  historical  sources, 
Burke  explores  dense  interactions 


between  commodity  culture 
and  embodied  aspects  of  race, 
gender,  sexuality,  domesticity, 
health,  and  aesthetics  in  a  colo¬ 
nial  society.  Rather  than  viewing 
the  production  of  needs  simply 
as  an  imposition  from  above. 
Lifebuoy  Men,  Lux  Women  shows 
what  heterogeneous  and  complex 
processes,  involving  the  aims 
and  histories  of  both  colonizers 
and  colonized,  produced  these 
changes  in  Zimbabwean  society. 

Integrating  political  economy, 
cultural  studies,  and  a  wide  range 
of  the  social  sciences,  Lifebuoy 
Men,  Lux  Women  will  find  readers 
among  scholars  of  colonialism, 
African  history,  and  ethnography 
as  well  as  those  for  whom  the 
problem  of  commodification  is  a 
significant  theoretical  issue.

At  the  center  of  this  subtle 
ethnographic  account  of  the 
Haya  communities  of  Northwest 
Tanzania  is  the  idea  of  a  lived 
world  as  both  the  product  and  the 
producer  of  everyday  practices. 
Drawing  on  his  experience  living 
with  the  Haya,  Brad  Weiss  ex¬ 
plores  Haya  ways  of  constructing 
and  inhabiting  their  community, 
and  examines  the  forces  that 
shape  and  transform  these  prac¬ 
tices  over  time.  In  particular, 
he  shows  how  the  Haya,  a  group 
at  the  fringe  of  the  global  econ¬ 
omy,  have  responded  to  the 
processes  and  material  aspects  of 
money,  markets,  and  commodi¬ 
ties  as  they  make  and  remake 
their  place  in  a  changing  world. 

Grounded  in  a  richly  detailed 
ethnography  of  Haya  practice, 
Weiss’s  analysis  considers  the 
symbolic  qualities  and  values 
embedded  in  goods  and  trans¬ 
actions  across  a  wide  range 
of  cultural  activity:  agricultural 
practice  and  food  preparation, 
the  body’s  experience  of  epidemic 
disease  from  AIDS  to  the  infant 
affliction  of  “plastic  teeth,”  and 
long-standing  forms  of  social 
movement  and  migration.  Weiss 
emphasizes  how  Haya  images 
of  consumption  describe  the 
relationship  between  their  local 
community  and  the  global 
economy.  Throughout,  he 
demonstrates  that  particular 
commodities  and  more  general 
market  processes  are  always 
material  and  meaningful  forces 
with  the  potential  for  creativity 
as  well  as  disruption  in  Haya 
social  life.  By  calling  attention  to 
the  productive  dimensions  of 
this  spatial  and  temporal  world, 
his  work  highlights  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  human  agency  in  not 
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only  the  Haya  but  any  socio¬ 
cultural  order. 

Offering  a  significant  contribution 
to  the  anthropological  theories 
of  practice,  embodiment,  and 
agency,  and  enriching  our  under¬ 
standing  of  the  lives  of  a  rural 
African  people,  The  Making  and 
Unmaking  of  the  Haya  Lived 
World  will  interest  historians, 
anthropologists,  ethnographers, 
and  scholars  of  cultural  studies.

This  volume  examines  the 
dynamic  relationship  between 
the  body,  clothing,  and  identity 
in  sub-Saharan  Africa  and  raises 
questions  that  have  previously 
been  directed  almost  exclusively 
to  a  Western  and  urban  context. 
Unusual  in  its  treatment  of 
the  body  surface  as  a  critical 
frontier  in  the  production  and 
authentification  of  identity, 
Clothing  and  Difference  shows 
how  the  body  and  its  adornment 
have  been  used  to  construct  and 
contest  social  and  individual 
identities  in  Nigeria,  Zimbabwe, 
Tanzania,  Kenya,  and  other 
African  societies  during  both 
colonial  and  post-colonial  times. 

Grounded  in  the  insights  of 
anthropology  and  history  and 


influenced  by  developments 
in  cultural  studies,  these  essays 
investigate  the  relations  between 
the  personal  and  the  public,  and 
between  ideas  about  the  self  and 
those  about  the  family,  gender, 
and  national  groups.  They  explore 
the  bodily  and  material  creation 
of  the  changing  identities  of 
women,  spirits,  youths,  ancestors, 
and  entrepreneurs  through  a 
consideration  of  topics  such  as 
fashion,  spirit  possession,  com¬ 
modity  exchange,  hygiene,  and 
mourning. 

By  taking  African  societies  as 
its  focus,  Clothing  and  Difference 
demonstrates  that  factors 
considered  integral  to  Western 
social  development — hetero¬ 
geneity,  migration,  urbanization, 
transnational  exchange,  and 
media  representation — have 
existed  elsewhere  in  different 
configurations  and  with  different 
outcomes.  With  significance  for 
a  wide  range  of  fields,  including 
gender  studies,  cultural  studies, 
art  history,  performance  studies, 


political  science,  semiotics, 
economics,  folklore,  and  fashion 
and  textile  analysis/design,  this 
work  provides  alternative  views 
of  the  structures  underpinning 
Western  systems  of  commodifi¬ 
cation,  postmodernism,  and 
cultural  differentiation.

In  New  Science,  New  World 
Denise  Albanese  examines 
the  discursive  interconnections 
between  two  practices  that 
emerged  in  the  seventeenth 
century — modern  science  and 
colonialism.  Drawing  on  the 
discourse  analysis  of  Foucault, 
the  ideology-critique  of  Marxist 
cultural  studies,  and  de  Certeau’s 
assertion  that  the  modern  world 
produces  itself  through  alterity, 
she  argues  that  the  beginnings 
of  colonialism  are  intertwined  in 
complex  fashion  with  the  ways 
in  which  the  literary  became  the 
exotic  “other”  and  undervalued 
opposite  of  the  scientific. 

Albanese  reads  the  inaugurators 
of  the  scientific  revolution  against 
the  canonical  authors  of  early 
modern  literature,  discussing 


Galileo’s  Dialogue  on  the  Two 
Chief  World  Systems  and  Bacon’s 
New  Atlantis  as  well  as  Milton’s 
Paradise  Lost  and  Shakespeare’s 
The  Tempest.  She  examines  how 
the  newness  or  “novelty”  of 
investigating  nature  is  expressed 
through  representations  of  the 
New  World,  including  the 
native,  the  feminine,  the  body, 
and  the  heavens.  “New”  is  there¬ 
fore  shown  to  be  a  double  sign, 
referring  both  to  the  excitement 
associated  with  a  knowledge 
oriented  away  from  past  practices, 
and  to  the  oppression  and  domi¬ 
nation  typical  of  the  colonialist 
enterprise.  Exploring  the  connec¬ 
tions  between  the  New  World 
and  the  New  Science,  and  the 
simultaneously  emerging  patterns 
of  thought  and  forms  of  writing 
characteristic  of  modernity, 
Albanese  insists  that  science  is  at 
its  inception  a  form  of  power- 
knowledge,  and  that  the  modern 
and  postmodern  division  of 


“Two  Cultures,”  the  literary  and 
the  scientific,  has  its  antecedents 
in  the  early  modern  world. 

New  Science,  New  World 
makes  an  important  contribu¬ 
tion  to  feminist,  new  historicist, 
and  cultural  materialist  debates 
about  the  extent  to  which  the 
culture  of  seventeenth-century 
England  is  proto-modern.  It  will 
offer  scholars  and  students  from 
a  wide  range  of  fields  a  new  criti¬ 
cal  model  for  historical  practice.

Through  films  that  alternate 
between  containment,  order, 
and  symmetry  on  the  one  hand, 
and  obsession,  explosiveness, 
and  a  lack  of  control  on  the 
other,  Chantal  Akerman  has 
gained  a  reputation  as  one  of 
the  most  significant  filmmakers 
working  today.  Her  1975  film 
Jeanne  Dielman,  23  Quai  du 
Commerce,  1080  Bruxelles  is 
widely  regarded  as  the  most 
important  feminist  film  of  that 
decade.  In  Nothing  Happens, 
Ivone  Margulies  presents  the 
first  comprehensive  study  of  this 
influential  avant-garde  Belgian 
filmmaker. 

Margulies  grounds  her  critical 
analysis  in  detailed  discussions 
of  Akerman’s  work — from  Saute 
ma  ville,  a  13-minute  black-and- 
white  film  made  in  1968,  through 
Jeanne  Dielman  and  Je  tu  il  elle 
to  the  present.  Focussing  on  the 
real  time  representation  of  a 
woman’s  everyday  experience 
in  Jeanne  Dielman,  Margulies 
brings  the  history  of  social  and 
progressive  realism  and  the  film- 
maker’s  work  into  perspective. 
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Pursuing  two  different  but 
related  lines  of  inquiry,  she 
investigates  an  interest  in  the 
everyday  that  stretches  from 
post-war  neorealist  cinema  to 
the  feminist  rewriting  of  women’s 
history  in  the  seventies.  She  then 
shows  how  Akerman’s  “corporal 
cinema”  is  informed  by  both 
American  experiments  with 
performance  and  duration  and 
the  layerings  present  in  works  by 
European  modernists  Bresson, 
Rohmer,  and  Dreyer.  This  analy¬ 
sis  revises  the  tired  opposition 
between  realism  and  modernism 
in  the  cinema,  defines  Akerman’s 
minimal-hyperrealist  aesthetics 
in  contrast  to  Godard’s  anti- 
illusionism,  and  reveals  the 
inadequacies  of  popular  charac¬ 
terizations  of  Akerman’s  films 
as  either  simply  modernist  or 
feminist. 

An  essential  book  for  students 
of  Chantal  Akerman’s  work, 
Nothing  Happens  will  also  interest 
international  film  critics  and 
scholars,  filmmakers,  art  histori¬ 
ans,  and  all  readers  concerned 
with  feminist  film  theory.

The  eighties  saw  the  advent  of 
the  “Culture  Wars,”  led  by  Allan 
Bloom,  William  Bennett,  Dinesh 
D’Souza,  and  others;  now  the 
nineties  may  bear  witness  to  the 
“Science  Wars,”  a  conflict  led  by 
conservatives  in  science  such  as 
Paul  Gross  and  Norman  Levitt 
against  so-called  science  bashers. 
Science  Wars  presents  research 
and  commentary  from  scholars 
in  the  U.S.  and  the  U.K.,  including 
natural  scientists,  sociologists, 
anthropologists,  historians,  and 
scholars  in  literary  and  cultural 
studies,  to  discuss  the  issues 
raised  by  the  current  debate. 

This  perceptive  and  absorbing 
volume  testifies  to  the  fact  that 
in  the  mind  of  the  public,  science 
today  is  associated  as  much  with 
destructive  as  with  productive 
forces.  In  a  world  endangered  by 
nuclear,  biogenic,  and  chemical 
overdevelopment,  what  used  to 
be  characterized  as  knee-jerk 
technophobia  has  now  become 
an  everyday  response  to  the 
industrial  threats  generated  by 
science.

The  contributors  to  this  volume 
were  recruited  by  editor  James  T. 
Fisher  on  the  basis  of  writing 
talent  and  a  passion  for  sports 
equal  to  his  own.  These  scholars 
and  critics  from  such  disciplines 
as  history,  English,  comparative 
literature,  and  theology  look  to 
the  sidelines  of  their  academic 
lives  to  break  new  ground  in 
sportswriting.  But  they  are  neither 
competing  for  turf  in  sports 
journalism  nor  aiming  to  establish 
an  academic  area  such  as  “sports 
studies” — the  prospect  of  which, 
says  Fisher,  “is  not  pleasant  to 
behold.”  Instead,  they  write 
about  boxing,  for  example,  in 
terms  of  living  and  working  (out) 
in  the  college  town  where  Larry 
Holmes  grew  up  and  now  owns 
a  gym;  about  how  the  religious 
implications  of  Sunday-afternoon 
sports  in  seventeenth-century 
England  became  the  key  to  a 
Cambridge  theology  student’s 
understanding  of  the  fall  of 
Archbishop  Laud  and  Charles  I; 
about  baseball  as  Cuba’s  national 
pastime — and  what  that  means 
to  a  Cuban  professor  of  literature 
at  Yale. 

Indeed,  questions  of  meaning, 
mediation,  and  the  mediation  of 
the  media  are  repeatedly  raised 
here  as  contributors  explore  the 
historical,  social,  cultural,  and 
personal  experience  of  sports  as 
an  index  of  identity.  Real  Sports 
features  a  historian’s  analysis  of 
sports  as  a  nexus  between  Indian 
and  Euro-American  cultures;  a 
critique  of  sports  talk  radio  and 
the  ethic  of  the  fan;  and  a  literary 
critic’s  celebration  of  the 
Midwest,  complete  with  swamps, 
shopping  centers,  and  “the 
Spartan  green  of  the  Big  Ten.” 
Also  explored  is  today’s  father- 
son  generation  gap,  between 
fathers  who  root  for  their  home 
teams  and  sons  whose  place  is  six 
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feet  from  the  TV  set,  “where  deloria,  jr..  and  bard  college 

every  team  is  the  home  team.”

often-rigid  structures  of  identity 
politics.  Their  interrogation  of 
the  semiotics  of  behavior,  dress, 
language,  and  the  body  itself 
contributes  significantly  to  an 
understanding  of  national,  racial, 
gender,  and  sexual  identity  in 
American  literature  and  culture. 

Contextualizing  and  building 
on  the  theoretical  work  of  such 
scholars  as  Judith  Butler,  Diana 
Fuss,  Marjorie  Garber,  and 
Henry  Louis  Gates  Jr.,  Passing 
and  the  Fictions  of  Identity  will  be 
of  value  to  students  and  scholars 
working  in  the  areas  of  race, 
gender,  and  identity  theory,  as 
well  as  U.S.  history  and  literature.

Streets:  The  Evolution 
of  Italian  American 
Narrative 
Fred  L.  Gardaphe 

In  the  first  major  critical  reading 
of  Italian  American  narrative 
literature  in  two  decades,  Fred  L. 
Gardaphe  presents  an  interpretive 
overview  of  Italian  American 
literary  history.  Examining  works 
from  the  turn  of  the  twentieth 
century  to  the  present,  he  develops 
a  new  perspective — variously 
historical,  philosophical,  and 
cultural — by  which  American 
writers  of  Italian  descent  can  be 
read,  increasing  the  discursive 
power  of  an  ethnic  literature  that 
has  received  too  little  serious 
critical  attention. 

Gardaphe  draws  on  Vico’s 
concept  of  history,  as  well  as  the 
work  of  Gramsci,  to  establish  a 
culture-specific  approach  to  read¬ 
ing  Italian  American  literature. 
He  begins  his  historical  reading 
with  narratives  informed  by  oral 
traditions,  primarily  autobiogra¬ 
phy  and  autobiographical  fiction 
written  by  immigrants.  From 


these  earliest  social-realist 
narratives,  Gardaphe  traces  the 
evolution  of  this  literature 
through  tales  of  “the  godfather” 
and  the  mafia;  the  “reinvention 
of  ethnicity”  in  works  by  Helen 
Barolini,  Tina  DeRosa,  and 
Carole  Maso;  the  move  beyond 
ethnicity  in  fiction  by  Don 
DeLillo  and  Gilbert  Sorrentino; 
to  the  short  fiction  of  Mary 
Caponegro,  which  points  to  a 
new  direction  in  Italian  American 
writing. 

The  result  is  both  an  ethnography 
of  Italian  American  narrative  and 
a  model  for  reading  the  signs 
that  mark  the  “self-fashioning” 
inherent  in  literary  and  cultural 
production.  Italian  Signs, 
American  Streets  promises  to 
become  a  landmark  in  the 
understanding  of  literature  and 
culture  produced  by  Italian 
Americans.  It  will  be  of  interest 
not  only  to  students,  critics,  and 
scholars  of  this  ethnic  experience, 
but  also  to  those  concerned  with 
American  literature  in  general 
and  the  place  of  immigrant  and 
ethnic  literatures  within  that 
wide  framework.

In  preindustrial  Europe, 
dependence  on  grain  shaped 
every  phase  of  life  from  economic 
development  to  spiritual 
expression,  and  the  problem  of 
subsistence  dominated  the 
everyday  order  of  things  in  a 
merciless  and  unremitting  way. 
Steven  Laurence  Kaplan’s  The 
Bakers  of  Paris  and  the  Bread 
Question,  1700-1775  focuses  on 
the  production  and  distribution 
of  France’s  most  important 
commodity  in  the  sprawling 
urban  center  of  eighteenth- 
century  Paris  where  provisioning 
needs  were  most  acutely  felt  and 
most  difficult  to  satisfy.  Kaplan 
shows  how  the  relentless  demand 
for  bread  constructed  the  pattern 
of  daily  life  in  Paris  as  decisively 
and  subtly  as  elaborate  protocol 
governed  the  social  life  at 
Versailles. 

Despite  the  overpowering 
salience  of  bread  in  public  and 


private  life,  Kaplan’s  is  the 
first  inquiry  into  the  ways  bread 
exercised  its  vast  and  significant 
empire.  Bread  framed  dreams  as 
well  as  nightmares.  It  was  the 
staff  of  life,  the  medium  of  com¬ 
munion,  a  topic  of  common 
discourse,  and  a  mark  of  tradition 
as  well  as  transcendence.  In  his 
exploration  of  bread’s  materiality 
and  cultural  meaning,  Kaplan 
looks  at  bread’s  fashioning  of 
identity  and  examines  the  condi¬ 
tions  of  supply  and  demand  in 
the  marketplace.  He  also  sets 
forth  a  complete  history  of  the 
bakers  and  their  guild,  and 
unmasks  the  methods  used  by 
the  authorities  in  their  efforts  to 
regulate  trade. 

Because  the  bakers  and  their 
bread  were  central  to  Parisian 
daily  life,  Kaplan’s  study  is  also  a 
comprehensive  meditation  on  an 
entire  society,  its  government, 
and  its  capacity  to  endure.  Long- 


awaited  by  scholars  of  French 
history,  The  Bakers  of  Paris  and 
the  Bread  Question,  1700-1775  is  a 
landmark  in  eighteenth-century 
historiography,  a  book  that 
deeply  contextualizes,  and  thus 
enriches  our  understanding  of 
one  of  the  most  important  eras 
in  European  history.

Models  of  Value: 
Eighteenth-Century

James  Thompson 

James  Thompson  examines  the 
concept  of  value  as  it  came  to  be 
understood  in  eighteenth-century 
England  through  two  emerging 
and  divergent  discourses:  political 
economy  and  the  novel.  By  look¬ 
ing  at  the  relationship  between 
these  two  developing  forms — 
one  having  to  do  with  finance,  the 
other  with  romance — Thompson 
demonstrates  how  value  came  to 
have  such  different  meaning  in 
different  realms  of  experience.  A 
highly  original  rethinking  of  the 
origins  of  the  Enghsh  novel, 
Models  of  Value  shows  the  novel’s 
importance  in  remapping 
Enghsh  culture  according  to  the 
separate  spheres  of  public  and 


domestic  life,  men’s  and  women’s 
concerns,  money  and  emotion. 

In  this  account,  political  economy 
and  the  novel  clearly  arise  as 
solutions  to  a  crisis  in  the  notion 
of  value.  Exploring  the  ways  in 
which  these  different  genres 
responded  to  the  crisis — political 
economy  by  reconceptualizing 
wealth  as  capital,  and  the  novel 
by  refiguring  intrinsic  or  human 
worth  in  the  form  of  courtship 
narratives — Thompson  rereads 
several  literary  works,  including 
Defoe’s  Roxana,  Fielding’s  Tom 
Jones,  and  Burney’s  Cecilia,  along 
with  influential  contemporary 
economic  texts.  Models  of  Value 
also  traces  the  discursive  conse¬ 
quences  of  this  bifurcation  of 
value,  and  reveals  how  history 
and  theory  participate  in  the 
very  novelistic  and  economic 
processes  they  describe.  In  doing 
so,  the  book  bridges  the  opposi¬ 
tion  between  the  interests  of 


Marxism  and  feminism,  and 
the  distinctions  which,  newly 
made  in  the  eighteenth  century, 
continue  to  inform  our  discourse 
today. 

An  important  reformulation 
of  the  literary  and  cultural 
production  of  the  eighteenth 
century.  Models  of  Value  will 
attract  students  of  the  novel, 
political  economy,  and  of  literary 
history  and  theory.

Regulating  Confusion: 
Samuel  Johnson 
and  the  Crowd 
Thomas  Reinert 


With  the  urbanization  of 
eighteenth-century  English 
society,  moral  philosophers 
became  preoccupied  with  the 
difference  between  individual 
and  crowd  behavior.  In  so  doing, 
they  set  the  stage  for  a  form  of 
political  thought  divorced  from 
traditional  moral  reflection.  In 
Regulating  Confusion,  Thomas 
Reinert  places  Samuel  Johnson 
in  the  context  of  this  development 
and  investigates  Johnson’s  relation 
to  an  emerging  modernity. 

Ambivalent  about  the  disruption, 
confusion,  perplexity,  and 
boundless  variety  apparent  in 
the  London  of  his  day,  Johnson 
was  committed  to  the  conven¬ 
tions  of  moral  reflection  but  also 
troubled  by  the  pressure  to 
adopt  the  perspective  of  the 
crowd  and  the  language  of  social 
theory.  Regulating  Confusion 
explores  the  consequences  of  his 
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ambivalence  and  his  attempt  to 
order  the  chaos.  It  discusses  his 
critique  of  moral  generalizations, 
concept  of  moral  reflection  as  a 
symbolic  gesture,  and  account  of 
what  happens  to  the  notion  of 
character  when  individuals, 
having  lost  the  support  of  moral 
convention,  become  faces  in  a 
crowd.  Reflecting  generally  on 
the  relationship  between  skepti¬ 
cism  and  political  ideology, 
Reinert  also  discusses  Johnson’s 
political  skepticism  and  the 
forms  of  speculation  and  action 
it  authorized. 

Challenging  prevalent 
psychologizing  and  humanistic 
interpretations,  Regulating 
Confusion  leaves  behind  the 
re-emergent  view  of  Johnson  as 
a  reactionary  ideologue  and 
presents  him  in  a  theoretically 
sophisticated  context.  It  offers 
his  style  of  skepticism  as  a  model 
of  poise  in  the  face  of  confusion 
about  the  nature  of  political 
truth  and  personal  responsibility 
and  demonstrates  his  value  as  a 
resource  for  students  of  culture 
struggling  with  contemporary 
debates  about  the  relationship 


between  literature  and 
politics.

It  is  considerably  easier  to  say 
that  modern  philosophy  began 
with  Descartes  than  it  is  to 
define  the  modernity  and  philos¬ 
ophy  to  which  Descartes  gave 
rise.  In  Lines  of  Thought,  Claudia 
Brodsky  Lacour  describes  the 
double  origin  of  modern  philos¬ 
ophy  in  Descartes’s  Discours  de 
la  methode  and  Geometrie ,  works 
whose  interrelation,  she  argues, 
reveals  the  specific  nature  of  the 
modern  in  his  thought.  Her  study 
examines  the  roles  of  discourse 
and  writing  in  Cartesian  method 
and  intuition,  and  the  significance 
of  graphic  architectonic  form 
in  the  genealogy  of  modern 
philosophy. 

While  Cartesianism  has  long 
served  as  a  synonym  for  rational¬ 
ism,  the  contents  of  Descartes’s 
method  and  cogito  have  remained 
infamously  resistant  to  rational 
analysis.  Similarly,  although 
modern  phenomenological 
analyses  descend  from  Descartes’s 
notion  of  intuition,  the  “things” 
Cartesian  intuitions  represent 
bear  no  resemblance  to  phenom¬ 
ena.  By  returning  to  what 
Descartes  calls  the  construction 
of  his  “foundation”  in  the 
Discours,  Brodsky  Lacour 
identifies  the  conceptual  prob¬ 
lems  at  the  root  of  Descartes’s 
literary  and  aesthetic  theory  as 
well  as  epistemology.  If,  for 
Descartes,  linear  extension  and 
“I”  are  the  only  “things”  we  can 
know  exist,  the  Cartesian  subject 
of  thought,  she  shows,  derives 
first  from  the  intersection  of  dis¬ 
course  and  drawing,  representa¬ 
tion  and  matter.  The  crux  of 
that  intersection,  Brodsky 
Lacour  concludes,  is  and  must 
be  the  cogito,  Descartes’s  theoret¬ 
ical  extension  of  thinking  into 
material  being.  Describable  in 
accordance  with  the  Geometrie 


as  a  freely  constructed  line  of 
thought,  the  cogito,  she  argues, 
extends  historically  to  link 
philosophy  with  theories  of 
discursive  representation  and 
graphic  delineation  after 
Descartes.  In  conclusion, 

Brodsky  Lacour  analyzes  such 
a  link  in  the  writings  of  Claude 
Perrault,  the  architectural  theorist 
whose  reflections  on  beauty 
helped  shape  the  seventeenth- 
century  dispute  between  “the 
ancients  and  the  moderns.” 

Part  of  a  growing  body  of  literary 
and  interdisciplinary  considera¬ 
tions  of  philosophical  texts,  Lines 
of  Thought  will  appeal  to  theorists 
and  historians  of  literature,  archi¬ 
tecture,  art,  and  philosophy,  and 
those  concerned  with  the  origin 
and  identity  of  the  modern.

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Secret  Sharers  in 
Italian  Comedy:  From 
Machiavelli  to  Goldoni 

Jackson  I.  Cope 


Modern  vernacular  comedy 
took  shape  in  early  sixteenth  - 
century  Italy  with  the  many 
plays  adapted  from  and  modeled 
on  Plautine  New  Comedy.  As 
Jackson  I.  Cope  demonstrates 
in  this  study,  some  Italian 
dramatists  reacted  to  the  wide¬ 
spread  success  of  this  genre  with 
a  counterparadigm,  a  comedy 
that  exploits  secrecy  as  form. 

In  both  historically  and  critically 
engaging  fashion,  Cope  identifies 
and  examines  this  major  develop¬ 
ment  in  Italian  theater. 

Though  outwardly  similar  to 
New  Comedy  with  its  character¬ 
istically  harmonious  closure,  this 
essentially  anti-Plautine  form 
employs  a  secret — known  by  the 
audience  but  unequally  shared 
among  the  players — to  introduce 
a  radical  discrepancy  between 
simultaneous  stories  unfolding 
in  a  single  action  doubly  under¬ 
stood.  The  result  is  a  plot  that  is 
misleading  at  the  surface,  con¬ 
tingent  and  unfinished  at  its  end. 
The  audience,  in  a  position  of 
enforced  collusion  with  regard 
to  the  secret,  becomes  a  formal 
ingredient  in  the  production. 

The  play,  more  cynical  than 
carnivalesque,  opens  onto  vistas 
of  disruption  and  deception 
rather  than  closing  on  a  note 
of  renewed  social  harmony. 

Cope’s  close  and  original  readings 
of  both  classic  and  lesser-known 
plays  by  Machiavelli,  Ruzante, 
Cecchi,  Grazzini,  Fagiuoli,  Maggi, 
and  others  follow  this  peculiarly 
Italian,  anti-Plautine  paradigm 
through  variations  across  three 
centuries  to  its  masterful  and 
complex  culmination  in  Carlo 
Goldoni’s  villeggiatura  trilogy.

This  reflection  on  colonial  cul¬ 
ture  argues  for  an  examination 
of  “Indochina”  as  a  Active  and 
mythic  construct,  a  phantas¬ 
matic  legacy  of  French  colonial¬ 
ism  in  Southeast  Asia.

Borders  of  Chinese 
Civilization:  Geography 
and  History  at 
Empire’s  End 
D.  R.  Howland 

D.  R.  Howland  explores  China’s 
representations  of  Japan  in  the 
changing  world  of  the  late  nine¬ 
teenth  century  and,  in  so  doing, 
examines  the  cultural  and  social 
borders  between  the  two  neigh¬ 
bors.  Looking  at  Chinese  accounts 
of  Japan  written  during  the  1870s 
and  1880s,  he  undertakes  an 
unprecedented  analysis  of  the 
main  genres  the  Chinese  used  to 
portray  Japan — the  travel  diary, 
poetry,  and  the  geographical 
treatise.  In  his  discussion  of  the 
practice  of  “brushtalk,”  in  which 
Chinese  scholars  communicated 
with  the  Japanese  by  exchanging 
ideographs,  Howland  further 
shows  how  the  Chinese  viewed 
the  communication  of  their 
language  and  its  dominant  modes 
— history  and  poetry — as  the 
textual  and  cultural  basis  of  a 
shared  civilization  between  the 
two  societies. 

With  Japan’s  decision  in  the 
1870s  to  modernize  and  western¬ 
ize,  China’s  relationship  with 
Japan  underwent  a  crucial 
change — one  that  resulted  in  its 
decisive  separation  from  Chinese 
civilization  and,  according  to 
Howland,  a  destabilization  of 


China’s  worldview.  His  exami¬ 
nation  of  the  ways  in  which 
Chinese  perceptions  of  Japan 
altered  in  the  1880s  reveals  the 
crucial  choice  faced  by  the 
Chinese  of  whether  to  interact 
with  Japan  as  “kin,”  based  on 
geographical  proximity  and  the 
existence  of  common  cultural 
threads,  or  as  a  “barbarian,”  an 
alien  force  molded  by  European 
influence. 

By  probing  China’s  poetic  and 
expository  modes  of  portraying 
Japan,  Borders  of  Chinese 
Civilization  exposes  the  changing 
world  of  the  nineteenth  century 
and  China’s  comprehension 
of  it.  This  broadly  appealing 
work  will  engage  scholars  in  the 
fields  of  Asian  studies,  Chinese 
literature,  history,  and  geography, 
as  well  as  those  interested  in 
theoretical  reflections  on  travel 
or  modernism.

Violence  as  Obscenity: 
Limiting  the  Media’s 
First  Amendment 
Protection 
Kevin  W.  Saunders 

This  timely  and  accessible 
volume  takes  a  fresh  approach 
to  a  question  of  increasing 
public  concern:  whether  or  not 
the  federal  government  should 
regulate  media  violence.  In 
Violence  as  Obscenity,  Kevin  W. 
Saunders  boldly  calls  into 
question  the  assumption  that 
violent  material  is  protected  by 
the  First  Amendment.  Citing  a 
recognized  exception  to  the  First 
Amendment  that  allows  for  the 
regulation  of  obscene  material, 
he  seeks  to  expand  the  definition 
of  obscenity  to  include  explicit 
and  offensive  depictions  of 
violence. 

Saunders  examines  the  public 
debate  on  media  violence,  the 
arguments  of  professional  and 
public  interest  groups  urging 
governmental  action,  and  the 
media  and  the  ACLU’s  desire 
for  self-regulation.  Citing 
research  that  links  violence  in 
the  media  to  actual  violence, 
Saunders  argues  that  a  present 
danger  to  public  safety  may  be 
reduced  by  invoking  the  existing 


law  on  obscenity.  Reviewing  the 
justifications  of  that  law,  he  finds 
that  not  only  is  the  legal  history 
relied  on  by  the  Supreme  Court 
inadequate  to  distinguish  vio¬ 
lence  from  sex,  but  also  many 
of  the  justifications  apply  more 
forcefully  to  instances  of  vio¬ 
lence  than  to  sexually  explicit 
material  that  has  been  ruled 
obscene.  Saunders  also  examines 
the  actions  that  Congress,  states, 
and  municipalities  have  taken 
to  regulate  media  violence  as 
well  as  the  legal  limitations 
imposed  on  such  regulations  by 
the  First  Amendment  protections 
given  to  speech  and  the  press.  In 
discussing  the  current  operation 
of  the  obscenity  exception  and 
confronting  the  issue  of  censor¬ 
ship,  he  advocates  adapting  to 
the  regulation  of  violent  material 
the  doctrine  of  variable  obscenity, 
which  applies  a  different  standard 
for  material  aimed  at  youth,  and 
the  doctrine  of  indecency,  which 
allows  for  federal  regulation  of 
broadcast  material. 

Cogently  and  passionately 
argued,  Violence  as  Obscenity 
wall  attract  scholars  of  American 
constitutional  law  and  mass 
communication,  and  general 
readers  moved  by  current 
debates  about  media  violence, 
regulation,  and  censorship.

Whether  to  intervene  in 
conflicts  in  the  developing  world 
is  a  major  and  ongoing  policy 
issue  for  the  United  States.  In 
Deciding  to  Intervene,  James  M. 
Scott  examines  the  Reagan 
Doctrine,  a  policy  that  provided 
aid  to  anti-Communist  insur¬ 
gents — or  “Freedom  Fighters” 
as  President  Reagan  liked  to  call 
them — in  an  attempt  to  reverse 
Soviet  advances  in  Africa,  Asia, 
the  Middle  East,  and  Central 
America.  Conceived  early  in  the 
Reagan  presidency  as  a  means  to 
win  the  Cold  War,  this  policy 
was  later  singled  out  by  Reagan 
and  several  of  his  advisors  as  one 
of  the  administration’s  most 
significant  efforts  in  the  Cold 
War’s  final  phase. 

Using  a  comparative  case 
study  method,  Scott  examines 
the  historical,  intellectual,  and 
ideological  origins  of  the  Reagan 
Doctrine  as  it  was  applied  to 
Afghanistan,  Angola,  Cambodia, 
Nicaragua,  Mozambique,  and 
Ethiopia.  Scott  draws  on  many 
previously  unavailable  govern¬ 
ment  documents  and  a  wide 
range  of  primary  material  to 
show  both  how  this  policy  in 
particular,  and  American  foreign 
policy  in  general,  emerges  from 
the  complex,  shifting  interactions 
between  the  White  House, 
Congress,  bureaucratic  agencies, 
and  groups  and  individuals  from 
the  private  sector. 

In  evaluating  the  origins  and 
consequences  of  the  Reagan 
Doctrine,  Deciding  to  Intervene 
synthesizes  the  lessons  that  can 
be  learned  from  the  Reagan 
administration’s  policy  and 
places  them  within  the  broad 
perspective  of  foreign  policy¬ 
making  today.  Scott’s  measured 
treatment  of  this  sensitive  and 
important  topic  will  be  wel¬ 
comed  by  scholars  in  policy 


studies,  international  affairs, 
political  science,  and  history, 
as  well  as  by  any  reader  with  an 
interest  in  the  formation  of 
American  foreign  policy.

Governing  the  New  Europe 
provides  a  comprehensive  and 
scholarly  account  of  the  chang¬ 
ing  political  map  of  Europe  as  it 
emerges  from  the  Cold  War.

Europe  nor  capitulating  to  the 
complexity  of  enduring  differ¬ 
ences  and  instabilities  between 
states,  Governing  the  New  Europe 
will  become  one  of  the  standard 
texts  in  its  field.

This  collection  celebrates  the 
pathbreaking  work  in  game 
theory  and  mathematics  of 
John  F.  Nash  Jr.,  winner  of  the 
1994  Nobel  Prize  in  Economics. 
Nash’s  analysis  of  equilibria  in 
the  theory  of  non-cooperative 
games  has  had  a  major  impact 
on  modern  economic  theory.

In  1950,  when  he  was  22  years 
old,  Nash  presented  his  key 
idea — the  Nash  equilibrium — in 
the  Ph.D.  thesis  he  submitted  to 
the  Mathematics  Department  at 
Princeton  University.  In  that 
paper,  he  defined  a  new  concept 
of  equilibrium  and  used  methods 
from  topology  to  prove  the 
existence  of  an  equilibrium  point 
for  n-person,  finite,  non-cooper¬ 
ative  games,  that  is,  for  games  in 
which  the  number  of  possible 
strategies  are  limited,  no  com¬ 
munication  is  allowed  between 
players,  and  n  represents  the 
number  of  players.  The  Nash 
equilibrium  point  is  reached 
when  none  of  the  players  can 
improve  their  position  by 
changing  strategies.  By  taking 
into  account  situations  involving 
more  than  two  players,  specifically 
the  general  n-player  game,  Nash 
built  significandy  on  the  previous 
work  of  John  Von  Neumann  and 
Oskar  Morgenstern.
